Abstract: Annotated list of the moth fauna of Anamur district (igel Prov., South Turkey), with 
descriptions of new species (Lepidoptera). Misc. Pap. 167:1-45, 73 figs., 1 map 
In this paper, 167 species of 21 families are evaluated faunistically. Totally 94 species are reported 
here as new to the fauna of igel Province. Taxonomically, two new species in the families 
Gelechiidae and Psychidae are described. Several taxa are discussed from various standpoints. 
Keywords: Lepidoptera, fauna, Anamur, igel, Turkey.

In this paper, prepared under unfavourable 
conditions, 2 a large number of moth species are 
evaluated faunistically. Taxonomically, two new 
species, Altenia anamuria sp.n. ( Gelechiidae ), and 
Kalliesia ruya sp. n. ( Psychidae ) are described. 
Separately, some topics are highlighted here. The 
authors would like to draw attention to such issues that 
need to be seriously discussed. 

As complementary works to this paper, 20 males and 6 
females genitalia are illustrated here. Some of them are 
published for the first time. Besides, tympanal organs 
of 9 species (5 Geometridae, 4 Pyraloidea ) are also 
illustrated for the first time. 

Localities and their codes, where the species were 
observed and collected: Alakoprii 105m (33Ak), 
Qigekyurdu 1620m (33Ae), Ka§yaylasi 3km SW 1180m 
(33Aj), Pinarlar 475m (33Ad), Suolmaz Pass 1650m 
(33AO, Ta§ocagi 210m (33AC) (see also Kogak & Kemal, 
2017). On the left, the upper heights of Anamur is 
illustrated (Fig.i). 

Collecting information and remarks are added to some 
species under discussion. Unless otherwise stated, all 
the species have been identified by the authors.

List of the species 

Totally 167 species of 21 moth families are listed below in alphabetical order, together with their 
synonymous names and original references. Faunistically 94 species are reported here as new to 
the fauna of igel Province. Number of the new records are given below according to their families: 
Arctiidae (2), Autostichidae (1), Gelechiidae (1), Geometridae (34), Hepialidae (1), Lecithoceridae 
(1), Noctuidae (17), Oecophoridae (1), Pterophoridae (1), Pyralidae (31), Sphingidae (1), 
Thaumetopoeidae (1), Tortricidae (1), Yponomeutidae (1). Status of several species, or populations 
of the species are discussed from taxonomical or faunistical standpoints. For example, Paidia 
( Arctiidae ), Aristotelia ( Gelechiidae ), Cnestrognophos ( Geometridae ), Charissa variegata 
/subtaurica ( Geometridae ), Eupithecia sp. ( Geometridae ), Selidosema brunnearium 
(Geometridae), and Penestoglossa sp. (Psychidae). Some microlepidopteran species arenot 
included to this list, as the works on the identification are still ongoing. The symbol #, mentioned 
below, denotes nomenclaturally unavailable name (cf. ICZN).

The nominate subgenus of Paidia Hbn is currently represented by the following species in Turkey: 
albescens Stgr.,1892, brunneagrisescens Daniel,1932, cinerascens H.-S.41847], and rica 
Frr.41855] (=murina Hbn, 1790, preocc.). The homonymy in the last species has been 
demonstrated for the first time by Kogak (1980: 10). The members of this genus is widely 
distributed in Turkey. Around Anamur, this genus is represented by an almost blackish 
populations of an unidentified species. Its identity will be studied separately.

Gelechiidae 

Totally 5 taxa of this family from Anamur district have been mentioned by the authors so far. 

In the last year, the authors reported this species as Altenia aff. modesta Danil. from Anamur (igel 
Prov.), together with §irvan (Siirt Pr.), and Beydagi (Malatya Pr.) records for the first time in 
Turkey (Kemal & Kogak, 2017b). In the same paper, the authors illustrated a male genitalia, and its 
8th abdominal tergite & sternite. The affinities to Altenia modesta Danil. were also discussed there. 
Despite all these, no comment has been received so far about this interesting record from Turkey. 
After preparing a new male genitalia with the same perspective (c/ - . Huemer & Karsholt,i999: 259, 
fig.59), the important differences in the male genitalia became visible. After re-evaluation of all the 
genitalic characters in the male and the female, the authors came to the conclusion that this Altenia

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species is new to the science. Taking the material collected from Anamur into consideration, this 
new species is described as follows:

Holotype $. Forewing: 10mm, wingspan: 23mm. 

Larger than Altenia modesta Danilevsky. Wing shapes and dark markings of upperside of forewing 
similar to modesta, but pinkish markings greatly reduced to a dirty yellowish subcostal line. Paler 
areas are creamy. Discal and postdiscal twin black spots developed. Ciliae almost three-coloured. 
Hindwing semitransparent. Ciliae slightly darker than the ground colour and long. 

Male genitalia (Fig.2): Uncus bifid, broader at base. Anterior emargination of tegumen remarkably 
different from modesta. Apical tooth of aedeagus absent. 

Female genitalia (Figs.3, 4): Shape of signum on bursa copulatrix, quadrate and short-toothed 
serrate margin instead of cross-shaped and large toothed serrate margin as in modesta. 

Paratypes 6 7 " 7 " forewing 8-nmm, wingspan 20-24mm; 10 9 9 forewing 9-nmm, i9-24mm. 

General markings and colouration are similar to those of holotype. Subcostal line on upperside of 
forewing yellowish in males, reddish in females. Wing size variable. 

Habitat: Mediterranean lowland vegetation between ioo-200m above sea level (Fig.).

Etymology: The new species is named after the collecting place, Anamur, an historical, currently 
capital city of a district in igel Province (South Turkey). 

A molecular analysis of this species will be made by the authors, when appropriate conditions occur 
(c/. Announcement, Cesa News 150:1).

uAristotelia sp. (Fig.12) 

Its external ornamentation reminds us of an Aristotelia species (resembling to decoratella Stgr in 
some respects), at first sight. Due to the lack of a published revisional work on this genus, and 
absence of the collected material enough prevent us from doing further research. Therefore, we 
placed this species in the faunal list as unidentified temporarily.

Last year, the authors collected some Charissa species from the upper heights of Anamur. Among 
them, four specimens were found to be closer to mutilata/peloponnesiaria externally (Erlacher & 
Erlacher, 2017). However, the male genitalia proved that this species is more similar to mutilata 
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than peloponnesiaria, although the wing colouration is more like to peloponnesiaria. For this 
reason, we only report the species from Anamur, for the time being. The necessary molecular 
analyses on this species will be made by us in the near future (vide, Announcement: Cesa News 
150:1).

The name 
“subtaurica” is nomenclaturally unavailable, due to two reasons: [1] Non-binominal, as being described without generic 
name. [2] Described at as a quadrinominal name. Namely, Wehrli described two taxa on the same page. He placed 
turcosyrica to the “subspecies” category, later he also placed “ subtaurica” as “variation” category. It is well known that if 
two categories such “subspecies” and “variation” are at issue in the same time, “subspecies” is used for the trinominal, 
while “variation” for the quadrinominal name. We are of the opinion that the correct authorship and the date of 
publication should be as “Wehrli,1934”. 

It is still unclear, whether variegata Duponchel occurs in Turkey, or represented by its subspecies 
subtaurica Whli, or subtaurica occurs in Turkey alone (c/. Figs. 17,18,20,21). The authorship and 
date of publication of subtaurica are also discussed in the explanation of the fig. 19 above.

According to Rebel (1940: key), the wingspan of dardoinella up to 17mm; Arnscheid & Weidlich 
(2017) mentioned the wingspan of dardoinella as i6-25mm in both sexes. Antennal segments of 
Anamur specimen are more than 27 (Fig.55). Arnscheid & Weidlich mentioned antenna with 21-25 
segments. Proportion of length/width of aedeagus of dardoinella is 5.38 (see: Sobczyk et al., 2016: 
fig.13). Proportion of length/width of aedeagus of Anamur specimen is 8.55 (Fig.53). Margin of the 
valva remarkably emarginated in the middle (Fig.53). Under these circumstances, Anamur 
specimens may be considered as a different species rather than dardoinella, until its precise 
identification is fulfilled. A molecular analysis of this population will also be made by the authors, 
when appropriate conditions occur (cf. Announcement, Cesa News 150:1).
